Tax Assessor Fred

The Elba area is in the 
Southwest District (Dis- 
trict:3) and has been re- 
presented on the County 
Commission for 20 years 
by Mr. Flournoy Whit- 
man. He was un-opposed 
for re-election in 1968, 
Presently 
challenged for the office 
by both Elba oilman Le- 
roy Miller and a rural 
store and tire recapping 
owner, Mr. Omega Far- 
ris. This is the first pol- 
itical race of either Mil- 
ler or Farris but bothare 
already politicing hard 
with a burning intent to 
win the race. 

District 4 (Southeast 
District) which includes 
Enterprise, has created 
the most confusion at this 
state of the campaign, For

These facilities are 
known as “awareness houses,”

ters.’ Whatever the facility 
is called, what's needed is a 
place to meet (regularly), 
some money, man-hours, pro- 
fessional counseling. What we 
caution about other programs 
applies equally as well to 
awareness houses, 

Many communities have 
discovered that its young peo- 
ple turn to drugs because 
they cannot “find them- 
selves,” because they feel cut 
off and adrift from society, 
In some towns, “awareness 
houses” have been founded to 
provide a place, a setting, for 


The basies are a storefront 
or meeting room, a volunteer 
or part-time counseling staff 
or single professional, and 
the usual support services of 
clerical work and mainte- 
nance. The key to the 
awareness house concept is 
responsibility. The center will 
probably be most effective if 
the young people who use it 
are given major control over 
its operation, Responsibility, 
in many cases, leads to self- 
discipline and self-awareness, 
and these, in turn, ean help a 
young man or woman head off 
drug reliance before it  be- 
comes a too-welcome crutch,
